While we expect most urban place managers in the U.S. are aware of the tax reform bill 
proposed last week which eliminates the federal historic and new markets tax credits, IDA 
wanted to ensure these current proposals are top of mind. While you may already be working 
with your own local or state government and other advocacy groups, we believe this added 
measure from the urban place management industry can introduce a new voice. 

We have developed a preliminary letter and recommend that you communicate with your 
representative to ensure development finance tools such as the historic tax credit, new markets 
tax credit and block grants continue.
